The following Bill was introduced in Lok Sabha on 22nd April 1994 . 


Bill No. 39 OF 1994 


A Bill to provide for the consiitution and organisation of Panchmals as 

units of local self-Government in the rural areas of Manipur and for 
mallers connected therewith and incidental thereto . 

WIEREAS it is expedient to reorganise Panchayats in rural areas of 
the State of Manipur by comprehensive enactment to establish a two-tier 
Panchayati Raj system in the State with elected bodies at the Gram and 
District levels, in keeping with the Constituiional provisions relating to 
Panchayats for greater participation of the people and more effective im 
plementation of rural development programmes . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Forty - fifth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows:

(2 ) If at the time appointed for the meeting, a quorum is not present, 
the person presiding shall wait for thirty minutes, and if within 
such period , there is no quorum , the person presiding shall adjourn 
the meeting to the same time on the same day in the following week . He 
shall similarly , after waiting for thirty minutes, adjourn the meeting if 
at any time after it has begun , attention is drawn to the want of a quorum . 
A notice of the meeting so fixed shall be posted in the office of the Gram 
Panchayat. The business which could not be considered at the meet

ing so postponed for want of quorum , shall be brought before and dis 
posed of at the meeting so fixed or at any subsequent adjourned meeting 
at which there is a quorum .

9 . The Gram Panchayat shall prepare the agenda for discussion 
the Gram Sabha , such matters shall relate to the following, namely : 


(a ) the annual statement of accounts of the Gram Panchayat, 
the report of administration of the preceding financial year and the 
last audit note and replies if any, made thereto ; 


( b ) the budget of the Gram Panchayat for the enxt financial 
year ; and 


( c) the report in respect of development programmes of the 
Gram Panchayat relating to the preceding year and development 
programmes proposed to be undertaken during the current year.

( 4 ) The name of any person , included in the list of electors who 
becomes disqualified at any time after his name was entered in the list, 
shall forthwith be struck - off from the list in which it is included :

30. (1 ) Every Pradhan and every Up - Pradhan shall be deemed to have 
vacated his office forthwith if a resolution expressing want of confidence in hima 
is passed by a majority of not less than two-third of the members of the 
Gram Panchayat piesent and voting , at a ineeting specially convened for tho 
purpose . The requisition for such a special meeting shall be signed by 
not less than half of the total number of members of the Gram Panchayat 
and shall be delivered to the prescribed authority . The prescribed authority 
shall within seven days from the date of the receipt of the requisition , convenc 
a special meeting of the Gram Panchayat. The meeting shall be held on a 
day not later than fifteen days from the date of issue of the notice of the 
meeting .

( v ) water rate , where arrangement for the supply of water for

( 2 ) The Zilla Parishad shall not undertake registration of any vehicle or 
levy fee thereof and shall not provide sanitary arrangements at places of 
worship or pilgrimage, fairs and malas within its jurisdiction or levy fee 
thereof if such vehicle has already been register - d by any other authority 
under any law for the time being in force or if such provision for sanitary 
arrangemtnt has already been made by any other local authority . 

( 3 ) The scales of tolls, fees or rates and the terms and conditions for the 
imposition thereof shall be such as may be provided by regulation .

(4 ) The Chief Accounts Officer shall ensure that no expendituro 
is incurred except undor proper sanction and in accordance with this Act 
and the rules and regulations made thereunder and shall disallow any expendi 
turo not warranted by the Act or rules and regulations or for which no 
provision is made in the budget. 

( 5) The Additional Chief Executive Officer shall assist the Chief Exocu 
tive Officer in the performance of his duties . 
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(6 ) The Chief Planning Officer shall advise the Zilla Parishad in matters 
of plan formulation and shall be responsible for all matters relating to planning 
of the Zilla Parishad including the préparation o " plans orcinomi development 
and social justice and annual plan o tle district. 

77 . ( 1 ) very person in poses on of money , accounts, records or other 
property pertaining to a Gram Panchayat or a Zilla Parshad shall on the requisi

CHAPTER V 
MISCELLANEOUS

the rules made thercunder and with the previous sanction of tho Zilla Parishad 
make bye -laws to carry out the purposes of this Act. 
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(a ) In making any bye - laws under sub -section (1 ) the Gram Pan 
chayat may provide that a contravention thereof shall be punishable with such fino 
as may be prescribed . 


(3 ) Any such bye -law may also provide that a person contravening the 
same shall be required to remedy so far as it lies in his power, tho mischief, if any, 
caused by such contravention .

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(4 ) All bye -laws made under this section shall be subject to tho condition of 
previous publication and such publication shall be in such manner as may be pres 
cribed . 

80 . (1 ) A Zilla Parishad may subject to the provisions of this Act and the 
rules made thereunder and with the previous sanction of the Government, by noti 
fication , make regulations to carry out the purposes of this Act in so far as it re 
lates to its powers and duties 

( 2 ) The regulations made under sub-section (1 ) shall be subject to the condi 
tion of previous publication and such publication shall be in such manner as may 
bo prescribed . 

81. (r ) The Government may, subject to the provisions of this Act and the 
rules made thereunder and after previous publication of the draft for not less than 
one month , maka model regulations and bye -laws for Zilla Parishads and Gram 
Panchayats respectively .

( 3 ) The Gram Panchayat or Zilla Parishad reconstitutod or ostablished 
under the provisions of sub -section ( 1 ) shall consist of members nominated by the 
Government and such members shall as far as practicable be personswho aro mcm 
bers of the Gram Panchayat or Zilla Parishad which has beon dissolved under sub 
section (1 ). 


(4 ) The Chairpersons of Gram Panchayat or Zilla Parishad shall be elocted 
in the manner provided in this Act . 


( 5 ) The term of the Gram Panchayat or Zilla Parishad so roconstituted or 
ostablished shall be for such period not exceeding six months as the Government 
shall by ordor specify. 


(6 ) Before the expiry of the term of the Gram Panchayat or Zilla Parishad 
constituted in accordance with the provisions of sub - section ( ), a Gram Panchayat 
or Zilla Parishad shall be constituted in the manner provided under this Act : 


Provided that where the remainder of the period forwhich the dissolved Gram 
Panchayat or Zilla Parishad would have continued is less than six months it shall 
not be necessary to hold an election under this section for constituting a Grana 
Panchayat or a Zilla Parisbad for such period . 


(7 ) A Gram Panchayat or Zilla Parishad constituted under sub- section ( 1)

( 10 ) Any appointment, notification , notice, tax , order , scheme, licenco , 
pormission , rule , regulation or form made , issued , imposed or granted by the 
Gram Panchayat or Zilla Parishad which has been dissolved in rospect - 
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part of the area subject to the authority of tho Gram Panchayat or Zilla Parishad 
which has beon reconstitutod or established , shall be deemed to have been made, 
issuod , imposed or granted by such Gram Panchayat or Zilla Parishad unless 
and until it is suspended by any appointment, notification , notice , form , ordor , 
scheme, licence , permission , rule and rogulation made , issued , imposed or 
Granted by such Gram Panchayat or Zilla Parishad . 


83 . ( 1 ) If, in the opinion of the Zilla Parishad, a Gram Panchayat exceeds 
or abuses its powers or is not compotent to perform or makes persistent default 
in the porformance of tho duties imposed on it under this Act or any other law 
or the time being in forco, the Zilla Parishad may by order published in the 
Official Gazette, dissolve such Gram Panchayat. 
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( 2 ) If in the opinion of the Government, a Zilla Parishad exceeds or abuse 
its powers or is not compotent to perform or makes persistent default in the per 
formance of the duties imposed on it under this Act or any other law for the time 
being in force , the Government may, by an order published in the Official Gazette, 
dissolve such Zilla Parishad . 


(3 ) Before publishing an order under sub -soction (1 ) or sub -section ( 2 ) the 
Zilla Parishad or the Government shall communicate to the Gram Panchayat or to 
the Zilla Parishad , as the case may be , the grounds on which it proposes to do so , 
and fix a reasonable period for the Panchayat concerned to show cause against 
the proposal and consider its explanation and objections , if any.

(2 ) The Officer holding such inquiry shall have the powers of the Civil 
Court under the Code of Civil Proceduro, 1908 to take ovidence and to compel

( 3 ) The Government may make orders as to costs of inquirios made under 
sub - section ( ) and as to the parties by whom and the funds out of which they 
shall be paid and such order may, on the application of the Commissioner or of 
any person named therein be executed as if it were a decree of a Civil Court .

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STATEMEN ( OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Manipur Panchayati Raj Bill, 1994 seeks to ieplace the Manipur Panz 
chayati Raj Act, 1975 consequent upon the changes pursuant to the Constitu 
tion Seventy -third Amedment ) Act, 1992. 


2 . The Bill is to establish a two- tier Panchayati Haj System in the State with 
the elected bodies at Gram and District levels for greater participation of the 
people and more effective implementation of rural developinent plugiuillme 
in the State . 


3. The following are the salicnté features of the Bill , 


( 1 ) Establish a two-tier panchayat system in the State based on the 
population as ascertained at the last preceding census of which the figures have 
been published . It envisages elected bodies at both the levels. 


(2 ) It provides for reservation of seats in favour of Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes in proportion of their population and for reservation 
of one-third seats for women at all levels . 


( 3 ) It also provides for reservation of offices of chair xisons at all 
level in favour of Scheduled Castes and scheduled Tribes and women . 


( 4 ) It also envisages constitution of State Election Commission , the 
Finance Commission and District Planning Committee.

Clause 14 confers corporate body status upon the Gram Panchayats . 

Clause 15 stipulates that the electoral roll of the Manipur Assembly prepared 
under the provision of the Representation of Peoples Act, 1951 shall be the list, 
of electors for such Gram Panchayat. 

Clause 16 stipulates that electoral roll of Gram Panchayats shall be publish 
ed and procedure for inclusion of name in the list of electors in case the name 
is not found to be included . 

Clause 17 specifies the composition of Gram Panchayat. 

Clause 18 authorises the division of the Gram Sabha into territorial consti 
tiencies and determine the number of seats to be allotted to each constituency , 

Clause 19 provides for the reservation of seats for Scheduled Castes , 
Scheduled Tribes and women and the proportion in which the seats are to 
be reserved . 

Clause 20 stipulates a term of five years for every Gram Panchayat. 

Clause 21 provides for direct election by secret ballot for members and 
Pradhan of the Gram Panchayat. 

Clause 22 contains provision for the situation where electorate fails to 
elect members of the Gram Panchayat and in certain other cases. 

Clause 23 provides for elections to fill up a casual vacancy in the office 
of pradhan or member of a Gram Panchayat. 
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Clause 24 provides for election of a member of the Gram Panchayat to 
be the Up-Pradhan , 

Clause 25 provides for the reservation of offices of Chairpersons of Gram 
Panchayats for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and stipulates the 
proportion in which such offices are to be reserved .

Clause 95 enjoins upon the Gram Panchayat and the Zilla Parishad the 
responsibility to prepare the development plan of the Gram Panchayat area 
and the district respectively . 

Clause 96 stipulates the constitution of the district planning committee . 

Clause 97 provides for the constitution of the State Finance Commission 
for Panchayats. 

Clause 98 contains the provision for the State Election Commission for 
the preparation and conduct of elections to Panchayats. 

Clause 99 empowers the Government to determine the number of electud 
members in the Panchayat after census . 

Clause 100 lays down the qualification for clection as a member of the 
panchayat 

Clause 101 contains provision regarding disqualification of members of 
the Panchayats . 

Clause 102 empowers the State Government to rescind or suspend the 
resolution of a Gram Panchayat or Zilla Parishad under certain circumstances . 

Clause 103 provides for the constitution of the Election Tribunal to deal 
with matters of the panchayat elections. 

Clause 104 enjoins upon the Chief Executive Officer of the Zilla Parishad 
to prepare and forward the report on administration of the Zilla Parishad . 

Clause 105 empowers the Government to make rules for carrying out the 
purpose of the Act. 

Clause 106 bars the interference by courts in clectoral matters. 
Clause 107 contains provisions regarding oath . 

Clause 108 seeks to repeal the Manipur Panchayatı Raj Act, 1975 
and provide for certain savings . 

Clause 109 provides for removal of difficulties in giving effect to the pro 
visions of the Act. 
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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


Clause 27 (2 ) , 45 ( 1 ) , 55 and 75 of the Bill relate to the expenses in 
respect to office bearer and staff of the Gram Panchayats and Zilla Parishads. 
However, clause 39 ( 2 ) (a ) and clause 69 ( 2 ) of the Bill provides that in case 
of Gram Panchayat and Zilla Parishad respectively the total expenditure on 
establishment shall not exceed one-third of the total expenditure . Hence at 
this stage , it is not possible to estimate the expenditure in respect of Gram 
Panchayats and Zilla Parishads. 


Article 243K of the Constitution of India inserted by tho Constitution 
(Seventy -third Amendment) Act, 1992 , provides for a State Election Com 
mission for each state consisting of an Election Commissioner to be appointed 
by the Governor for the purpose of conducting election of the Councillors of 
Municipalities and members of the Panchayats. As per the constatutional pro 
vision it is necessary to make available to the Election Commission such staff 
as may be required by it for discharging its functions. Clause 98 of the Bill 
provides for appointment of an Election Commissioner and the staff . The pre 
vision if enacted and brought into operation may involve an estimated expendi 
ture of about rupees twelve lakhs eighty -four thousand only from the Consoli 
dated Fund of the State, out of which rupees six lakhs sixty thousand per 
annum would be recurring nature and rupees six lakhs twenty - four thousand 
will be of non -recurring nature, 


Article 243 - 1 of the Constitution of India inserted by the Constitution 
( Seventy - third Amendment) Act, 1992 , provides for constitution of a Finance 
Commision by the State Government for the purpose of reviewing the financial 
position of the Municipalities and the Panchayats and make recommen 
dations etc . 


Clause 97 of the Bill provides for the functions of the Finance Commission , 
Some staffs are required to be appointed in the commission to cnable it to 
carry out its functions , 


This provision if enacted and brought into operation would involve an 
expenditure of about rupees twenty lakhs eighty -four thousand only from 
the Consolidated Fund of the State, out of which rupees six lakbs sixty 
thousand only per annum would be of recurring nature and rupees six 
lakhs twenty -four thousand only would be of non -recurring nature.

The aforesaid expenditure would be for all the Municipalities and 
Panchayats in the State of Manipur,

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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


The power to make rules to carry out the provisions of the Bill are scattered 
in several provisions of the Bill. This is necessary in view of the subject 
matter of the Bill . Some of the more important provisions of the Bill empower 
ing to make rules are clauses 6 , 16 , 19 , 21, 23 , 25 , 26 , 27 , 28 , 29 , 32 , 38 , 
39 , 40 , 43, 44 , 45 , 50, 51, 52 , 54, 55 , 56 , 57, 66 , 72 , 73 , 74 , 75 , 76 , 79 , 95 , 
97, 98 , 101 , and 103. There are also certain provisions empuwering the Gova 
cinment to issue notifications. Some of the more important of these provisions 
are sub -clause ( 3 ) of clause 1 , clauses 2 . 15 , 17 , 22 , 25 , 36 , 40 , 46 , 48 , 61 , 
63, 64 , 70 , 82 83 , 92 and 94 , 


The matters in respect of which the rules may be made or the notifiwation 
may be issued under the aforementioned provisions relato to administintive 
detail and procedure. The delegation of legislative powor is, therefore, of 
normal character. 


Clause 109 of the Bill cnpowers the Government to reinove by order by 
difficulty which may arise in giving effect to the provisions of this legislar 
tion . This is by way of abundant caulion and for covering difficulties which 
it is not practicable to visualise in view of the voluminous and complicated 
nature of the subject matter of the Bill .
